CuJ**r  our  Sidewalk  Law,  tke  people 
residing  in  rack  district  aro  notified  to 
meet  every  year,  within  a  month  after 
ike  anuual  town  election,  to  vote  money 
for  (he  purpose  of  sidewalk  grading.  At 
fh#  meetings  duly  called  for  this  pur¬ 
pose  last  year  not  one  cent  for  sidewalk 
grading  was  voted  to  be  raised.  So 
long  as  this  spirit  prevails  in  the  various 
districts,  it  is  useless  for  iudividuAl*  to 
com;  lain  of  “steep  descent*."  or  “dull- 
gerotu  walks. ”  Likelhe  above  corres¬ 
pondent,  we  occasionally  get  iudignnnt 
at  the  condition  of  uuzi  roads  aud  aide- 
walks,  bat  find  it  is  of  Jittlo  use  to  ar¬ 
raign  private  ow-icra  or  corporations  for 
a  state  of  affairs  which  the  village  com¬ 
munity  is  mostly  responsible  for. 

A  great  many  persons  are  disposed  to 
rersurt  the  Town  Committeemen,  think¬ 
ing  they  are  clothed  with  arbitrary  pow¬ 
ers,  and  are  negligent  of  their  duties  in 
not  supplying  the  town  with  proper 
ruaJa  and  sidewalks.  The  Town  Com- 
uiittr-e  have  almost  no  power  whatever. 
They  can  only  carry  ont  the  wishes  of 
the  people.  The  latter  have  declared 
unmistakably  against  street  improve¬ 
ments.  by  declining  to  vote  money  for 
them. 

Under  such  circumstances,  until  the 
sovereign  people  take  hold  and  indicate 
collectively  wbat  they  wish  to  have  done, 
it  will  be  useless  for  individuals  to  com¬ 
plain,  except  that  good  may  result  from 
awaking  public  seutimeut  and  thereby 
bringing  about  a  concert  of  actien  in  the 
right  direction.

Overrunning  Appropriations. 

A  bill  has  been  iutro  luced  iu  the  Leg¬ 
islature  prohibiting  towuship  and  other 
bodies  from  exceeding  their  appropria¬ 
tions.  This  would  no  doubt  prove  a 

ise  measure,  but  there  should  be  allow¬ 
ance  made,  iu  some  way,  for  an  emer¬ 
gency,  such  os  arose  in  this  township  the 
past  year.  A  very  small  appropriation 
was  voted  for  repairs  of  roads,  a  sum 
which  proveJ  to  be  totally  insufficient, 
on  account  of  several  severe  ruin  -storms 
which  damaged  some  streets  to  a  great 
exteat.  Repairs  were  needed  in  order  to 
bring  the  roads  in  condition  to  be  safely 
used.  The  authorities  were  therefore 
obliged  to  ex-lea  l  the  appropriations  to 
a  considerable  amount  Tbe  money  used 
was  that  voted  a  previous  year  for  vise 
upon  the  roads,  though  with  an  under¬ 
standing  that  it  was  not  to  be  used  ex¬ 
cept  for  a  certain  other  purpose. 

It  is  wise  to  restrict  Township  Com¬ 
mittees,  and  other  boards  in  tbe  use  of 
money,  as  above,  and  thereby  prevent 
pjodigal  expenditures.  Bui  unless  peo¬ 
ple  are  more  given  to  liberality  in  mak¬ 
ing  appropriations  than  they  are  in  this 
town,  considerable  incouveuionce  aud 
emburrassmeut  would  be  likely  to  arise 
in  cases  of  emergency,  without  some 
legal  way  of  providing  aguiust  them. 


Tax  Arrears,  1874. 

As  may  be  seen  by  reference  to  the 
Town  Committee  proceedings,  tbe  town¬ 
ship  is  threatened  with  a  suit  in  relation 
to  tbe  unpaid  Bloomfield  avenue  assess 
roent  The  town  is  as  yet  unable  to 
meet  this  demand  on  account  of  the  large 
amount  of  taxes  of  1874  yet  remaining 
unpaid.  To  avert  tLia  threatened 
suit,  measures  are  to  be  taken  at 
once  to  advertise  and  sell  tbe  real  estate 
upon  which  arrears  have  accumulated, 
io  order  to  realize  money  to  meet  these 
and  other  demands  ^against  the  town. 
This  ia  seemingly  a  harsh  procedure,  but 
the  rights  of  the  township  at  large,  in 
this  axigenoy,  as  well  as  justice  to  indi¬ 
vidual  taxpayers  who  have  paid  their  as¬ 
sessments,  demand  that  these  back  taxes 
sliuuld  be  collected. 


One  Mere  Unfortunate. 

Two  weeks  ago  tbe  peculiarly  sad  case 
of  Margaret  Douglass  was  notedriu  this 
paper.  Ailei  ber  removal  to  Montclair 

Le  received  the  beet  of  medical  atteu- 
dance.as  well  as  tbe  utmost  care  thalChris- 
tian  sympathy  and  charity  conld  bestow, 
but  death  came  to  ber  relief  on  Monday 
last.  She  died  of  inflammation  of  the 
lungs  and  other  vital  organs,  induced  by 
the  neglect  and  exposure  which  fell 
to  her  lot  during  tbe  first  few  hours  of 
her  extreme  anguish  among  strang¬ 
ers  in  this  village.  It  is  due  to  the 
people  of  Bloomfield  to  say  that  few 
kuew  of  this  poor  girl's  tribulation  until 
after  she  had  been  removed  from  the 
place,  or  she  would  hare  been  properly 
and  humanely  cared  for.  Her  last  days 
were  devoted  to  repentance  and  forgive¬ 
ness  of  the  cruel  wrongs  she  had  suf¬ 
fered.  Tbe  kind  mini.trations  of  Rev. 
Dr.  lhrry,  of  Montclair,  were  grate¬ 
fully  appreciated,  and  he  discovered  iu 
Margaret  Deugluss  a  miud  that  non  re 
markable  in  its  spirituality,  and  found 
that  she  possessed  a  Bible  knowledge 
attained  by  few  in  the  ordinary  walks  of 
life.  Her  funeral,  which  took  place  in 
the  Lecture  Room  of  the  Alontclair 
Presbyterian  Church,  was  very  impres¬ 
sive  and  affecting.  She  had  been  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  a  Presbyterian  church  in  her  na¬ 
tive  place,  ia  Ireland, though  she  was  of 
Scotch  parentage,  and  these  facts,  with 
her  later  sad  history  coming  to  the  knowl¬ 
edge  of  kindly-disposed  people  in  Mont¬ 
clair,  great  sympathy  was  created  for 
her  in  her  last  hours.  Dr.  Berry,  who 
officiated  at  tbe  funeral,  spoke  very 
touchingly  from  the  words  “Let  Lim 
that  is  without  si  a  among  yon  cast  the 
first  stone.”  Thu  burial  waa  in  Bloom¬ 
field  Cemetery. 

Efforts  are  being  made  to  care  for  the 
the  infaut  twins  left  by  this  nnfo.tunnte 
girl  Her  prayers  were  frequently  ut¬ 
tered  in  their  behalf,  with  all  of  s  true 
mother’s  solicitude.

Suudny  znoroiug  he  met  a  man  to 
wliuM  he  Mt  constrained  to  speak 
worth  Though  a  perfect  stranger  there 
was  something  iu  liia  manuer  that  im¬ 
pelled  him  to  take  him  by  the  hand  and 
ask  him  if  lie  loved  tbe  Saviour.  To  his 
utter  astonishment  he  replied,  while  the 
tears  stood  in  his  eyes,  “No,  but  I  am 
anxious  about  my  ooul  and  prayed  God 
this  moruiug  to  lead  some  Chiistiuu  to 
apeak  to  me,  and  I  w  ish  you  would  lead 
me  to  Him.”
